Yesterday Gen. Francisco Villa came 
into Juarez on his special train, which in- 
cluded a couple of flat cars carrying his 
three automobiles. 

In one year the bandit who had just 
escaped jail in El Paso had become the 
greatest and most sucopssful military 
leader in Mexico, famous the world over, 
and the absolute head and master of @ 
perfectly disciplined and devoted army of 
27,000 men. 


Few Parallels of Villa Rise. 

History can show few parallels of @ 
rise to power and fame more striking than 
this: and there is something at once fas- 
cinating and. incongruous in the fact that 
the man whose name was synonymous 
with deeds of lawlessness in the past is 
now the man whose triumphal wake is 
marked with order and tranquillity. 

Within a few hours after the fury of 
battle is over and the victorious Villa has 
captured a city, order and peace prevail, 
saloons are closed, and business resumes 
its even way.

cient evidence of the fact. Seveial cor- 


an admirable spirit. 

Four or five injunctions followed and 
legal proceedings for ejectment were in- 
stituted in several other cares. We shall 
be pleased if proportionate results follow 
the publication of this new Hst 

“By our method of publicity end the 
organization of local councils we are 
helping to arouse public scntiment, which 
is a tremendous weapon against vice and 
crime. All the vice interests ak for is 
to be let alone. We refuse to accede to 
their wishes. 


Many Places Wiped Out. 

By codperating with, and sometimes 
forcing action on the part of, owners who 
are leasing property for immoral pur- 
poses, several hundred houses of prosti- 
tution have been eliminated as a result 
of the efforts of the Committee of Fif- 
teen. 

“It must be apparent that no such 
condition as hes existed In recent months 
could exist without the payment of graft 
to persons who have promised protection. 
Our men are frequently reporting police- 
men @rinking in saloons at all heurs of 
the night, and any number of policemen 
have been seen in close proximity to pros- 
titutes who were openly soliciting on the 
street. 

“It is a common occurrence while our 
men are visiting some of these resorts to 
hear the sound of a buzzer, which is a 
signal that a raid is likely to be made. 


Levee Plot Seems Apparent. 

“ There is some foundation for the per- 
sistent reports that the vice interestg, 
under what was supposed : be compe- 
tent leadership, planned an attack upon 
the Funkhouser squad. It ip beleved 
that this plan was made with a know!l- 
edge and actual connivance on the part 
of some police officers. 

It ie peculiar that reports all agree 
that there was a larger number of police- 
men than usual in evidence within a few 
minutes after the disturbance started. 
I certainly hope that a thorough inves- 
tigation will be made. It is, indeed, re- 
grettable that any one should have been 
killed and the lives of many endangered, 
but if the truth can be revealed, it is not 
too high a price to pay.

is one that is etriking and picturesque. 

I was more currous to see Villa than any 
of the other Constitutionalists. During 
the critical days when the Carranza me- 
diaries were trying to adjust the differ- 
ences between Carranza and Villa, I was 
in the Carranza “ camp,” over in Saitillo, 
awaiting an opportunity to get across to 
Torreon, where Villa and his army were 
established. 

The trains were not running, and the 
reason given was that Villa, who has 
control of most of the railway rolling 
stock, did not want to send any of it over 
in Carranza territory, where it might be 
seized. 

Carranza also did not wish to expose 
his slender railway equipment to capture 
by Villa, so he also kept his locomotives 
out of Pancho's reach with. the result 
that the 200 miles of railway between 
Saitillo and Torreon were not in opera- 
tion. 


Delay Laid to Washouts. 

When I asked if a train would soon be 
going to Torreon I was told that there 
were washouts and so forth and that 
perhaps maflana a train would go. 

Several mafianas passed, during which 
the Torreon conference dragged along 
with bulletins each day that things were 
* progressing satisfactorily."’

rallway station houses burned and de- 
molished, and over sections of temporary 
track that had hastily’ been laid across 
gullies—not straight across, but dipping 
down precariously and then climbing 
out to the normal roadbed on the other 
side. 

Journey to Be Remembered, 

It was a memorable journey. 1 left 
at 6 in the morning, was delayed five 
hours by a derailed locomotive ahead. 
and after eighteen hours of dusty jolting 
in that crowded and restless day coach 
arrived at midnight at Piedras Negras, 
where I stopped in the worst hotel in the 
world. 

No one who crosses the border from a 
Mexican to an Americah town or yice 
versa can escape being struck by the 
astounding difference between the two 
places. 

On one side ashiftlessness, poverty, 
slovenliness, laziness; on the other side 
enterprise, energy, prosperity, and thrift. 
It is as if we were stepping from one 
century to another. 

On the Mexican side dirty, dusty 
streets and sun baked one story adobe 
houses; on the American side comfort- 
able houses, with gardens and lawns and 
trees, and bustling business streets, 

The mere crossing of the Rio Grande 
from Mexico to an American border town 
is like stepping from the desert into an

North Gateway to Mexico, 

El Paso is the great northern gate way 
to Mexico, and as it is a city of real met- 
ropolitan proportions, with splendid ho- 
tels and automobiles and modern shops, 
it naturally becomes the most comfort- 


of those interested in Mexican affairs. 

Across the river is Juarez, a spraw lx. 
dusty, and slovenly Mexican town, 
which bears many marks of recent bat- 
tles. Prominent buildings show evi- 
dences of the distinctiveness of revolu- 
tionary fights, and it is likely that these 
buildings will never ve repaired unless 
a new spirit seizes the Mexicans, or un- 
less the Americans seize Juarez. 

On a Sunday night Juarez is a wild 
place. Gambling joints run wide open, 
and theddrinking Places are thronged with 
customers. Hippolite Villa, a brother or 
cousin of Pancho, has the gambling cén- 
essions. 

The day I arrived in El Paso I heard 
that Gen. Villa and his army had come 
north from Zacatecas and Torreon, and 
now were in Chihuahua. His soldiers, 
many of whom were from Chihuahuh and 
its vicinity, had been away from home 80 
long that he wanted to give them a rest 
and a chance to see their homes and fam- 
ilies. 


Villa a War Diplomat. 

Among the many rumors occasioned by 
the withdrawal of his army from Zaca- 
tecas was one which said that Villa was 
going to sit quiet for a while, just to let 
Carranza see that the revolution couldn't 
get along without him. He would let 
them suffer a defeat or two, then he would 
jump in and show them how he could do. 

Another rumor wes to the effect that 
Villa was afraid that Carranza might 
come in behind him if he got his army too 
far south, seize Chihuahua ard Juares, 
and cut off his lines of communication. 

Still another was to the effect that 
Villa was getting hie army back northb- 
ward so that he could go over and take 
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able as well as the logical meeting place 
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Monterey, Tampico, and Saltillo away 
from Carranza. 

You could hear all kinds of rumors, 
most of which would deubtless have sur- 
prised Villa if he had heard them. 

In the meantime he was in Chihuahua,

\ jation. Efforts to strengthen the com- 
» modities clause, as urged by the commis- 
| gion, have proved futile hitherto. 
The report makes it plain that much of 
the business of the railroad controlied 
companies. does not pass beyond the, 
boundaries of Illinois. Therefore that 
gate could do much by legislation or en- 
forcement of existing laws to break 
up the discrimination of railroads in 
‘favor of allied coal companies. 


Warns Against a Combine. 
The commission utters a warning of 
prosecution of the New York Central 
should it carry out the proposed forma- 
tion of a big Illinois coal combine. In 
this connection the report says: 

“W. C. Brown and other officials testi- 
fied that the plan never received serious 
| eonsideration, and in all probability 
never would be effected. It is worthy of 
mention, on the other hand, that in the 
latter part of 1913 the capital stock of 
the Chicago and Harrisburg Coal com- 
pany was increased from , O00 to 51,00, 
000, and that company began taking over 
the coal lands owned by its parent com- 
pany, the Big Four railway.

Such a use of railroad credit for the 
private ends of favored individuals should 
obviously receive, if carried out, the se- 
verem condemnation of the law.“

Two Sessions to Be Held Daily at 
the Congress Hotel, 


Preliminary meetings were held be- 
tween the federal mediators, railway 
managers, and enginemen yesterday to 
settle the method of procedure which will 
be followed during the sessions this week. 

William L. Chambers, chairman of tne 
commission, and Federal Judge Martin 
A. Knapp, commiésioner, did not arrive 
until shortly before the initial sessfon 
held with the western railway managers’ 
committee at the Congress hotei. G. W. 
W. 
labor, who is the third member of the 
commission, reached Chicago Sunday and 
arranged for the two separate meetings 
today. 

The commissioners met with W. 8. 
Stone, chief engineer of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, and W. S. Car- 
ter, president ot the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Engineers, in the 
North American building in the after- 
noon. 


Two Meetings Daily. 

Two meetings will be held daily.“ said 
Judge Knapp. one with the managers 
and one with the employéa, until some 
agreement is reached or it is found that 
no settlement can be made. All sessions 
will be at the Congress hotel, and will be 
held behind closed doors. Nothing will 
be given out until the négotiations are 
concluded.’’ 

At the morning session with the man- 
agers A. W. Trenholm outlined the po- 
sition of the railroads in the controversy, 
stating why the roads consider the em-

Washington, D. C., July 20.—{Spectal. }

There 
are many absentees on both sides of the 
chamber and the prospect is that the 
dodging of pairs in the voting will be 
detrimental to Jones. 


Sherman for Him. 

Senator Sherman telephoned the Re- 
publican. pair clerk today to arrange a 
pair for him in favor of Jones. He is the 
only Republican senator who has taken 
definite action to support the nominee. 

Senator Stephenson of Wisconsin has a 
general pair with Senator Gore, both 
being absent. Senator Smoot egaid today 
that general pairs wl apply to the Jones 
vote. That would recorpf\Stephenson 
against Jones. Senators Root and Lodge, 
both absent, are paired against Jones. 

One of the administration senators had 
a conference with President Wileon to- 
day, at whieh he advised the withérawal 
of the nomination. The president has not 
indicated whether he would yield to the 
suggestion, but it is known that he is 
against a backdown on the proposition.

The federal board of mediation and con- 
ciliation is in seasion in Chicago in an 
effort to adjust differences between labor 
and capital and forefend, if possible, a 
strike of 55,000 enginemen on ninety- 
eight western railroads.

The public sessions in the Hotel La Salle 
will last five days. The industrial rela- 
tions problem will be aired from all 
angles. The biggest employers of labor 
in Chicago will give their side, trade 
unionists and open shop men will give 
theirs, and “social justice” workers, 
numbering several women will testify. 


Meet at Fortunate Time. 

Frank P.Walsh, a Kansas City lawyer, 
is president of the commission.

Christian gospel and the worst enemies 
of the church by the Rev. Dr. Washington 
Gladden, in an article in the current num- 
ber of the Biblical World, published yes- 
terday by the University of Chicago 
press. Dr. Gladden calls the arguments 
of biblical apologists the cause of the 
retrogression of the church. He writes 
on the topic, A Dangerous Crusade.“

The obsession of Biblical infallibill- 
ty.“ according to Dr. Gladden, “‘ may be 
said to lead to the deification of docu- 
| ments—a thing as bad as the deification 
of images. The kind of veneration for 
the book which is being cultivated ir 
these days is a type of ritualism, which 
‘exalts the symbol above the reality for 
| Which it stands. It makes men petty and 
hard and intolerant. 

The Bible makes no claim of inerrancy 
tor itself; that theory was a purely hu- 


When we 
begin tc. look into the facts which the 
Bible itself lays before us respecting the 
Grigin and structure of its books we find 
that the book consists of documents 
placed together i1 a very artless fashion, 
with a good many discrepancies and con- 
tracictions.

Bill Affects Railroads Only. 
The interstate commerce committee has 
reached the decision to make the secur- 
ities bill applicable only to railroads and 
such electric roads as may be operated 
er controlled by them. An amendment 
was adopted today which would extend 
the authority of the interstate commerce 
commission to enjoin the issuance of 
stocks or bonds without its approval. 
The provisions of the bill relating to in- 
terlocking directorates have been stricken 
out because the subject has been covered 
by the revised Clayton bill.

Atlantic City, N. J., July 20.—The Penn- 
sylvania railroad company in giving testi-

Mr. Thay- 
er explained this by saying a water line 
between those two cities could not operate 
profitably in competition with railroads.
